which includes Rogistrution fee, and must 
bo prepnid in stamps: No further charge is 
made in the United Kingdom except for 
Gustoma dues.. No parcél must. be more 
than 3 feot 6 inctics’ in length, or 6 foot in 
greatest longth and girth combined. A re- 
ccipt is given for each Parcel. 

Fe sender must fill up a form of Customs 
Declaration, which can -be- obtained free at 
cach Post Office, No parcel can be accept- 
ed tilt this is completely and accurately 
filled.
